usc photos from one home game 
in the next programme and so on. 
Due to the above deadlines how- 
ever, this is not always possible. 
Just to show I've no "favourite" 
players, all the Adams Park first 
team squad have — ar will be — 
featured both on the front cover, 
and inside, before ihe season's 
end. 

I am then left with some 20 
pages to be filled. Our programme 
does contain a considerable quan- 
tity of advertisements — | have na 
control over this, but these are an 
important source of revenue to the 
Club which keeps the programme 
self-financing. I attempt to main- 
tain a sensible balance between 
articles and statistics, whilst giv- 
ing ample information about the 
day's opponents, Every attempt is 
made to be as up to date as possi- 
ble but abviously details of a 
game played the previous 
Wednesday can't he included. 

My evenings leading up to a 
deadline are spent either writing 
my own pieces of copy or com- 
municating with my contributors — 
I've developed quite a goad rela- 
tionship with Alan Parry's 
answering machine over the last 
couple of years! Attending all the 
Club's away fixtures, | concen- 
trate.on the “On the Road” page. 

I include road directions to 
away venues which are as accu- 
rate as possible but these are in 
the main provided by the host 





clubs = regrettably I don't person- 
ally know the exact route to every 
Football League ground! The day 
before a deadline I always ensure 
I go over to Adams Park to pick 
up any items for inclusion from 
the full-time members of staff. 
My next task is to ensure that I've 
sufficient copy for all the availa- 
ble pages — normally this is no 
problem, and often I’ve had the 


difficult job of deciding what to | 


omit. through lack of space, 
Thankfully my nightmare of being 
left with a blank page at the print- 
ers deadline has not yet turned 
into reality!

Quite clearly, we can all 
bring a great influence on our 
long term future. If we con- 
tinue to simply expect our side 
to rewrite the record books, 
then we will fail. This all 
seems highly dramatic, but 
just think about it. If we can 
bring a positive influence on 
keeping our manager, ther il 
follows that the reverse could 
be true.
